FROM  THE  NATIONAL  CAPITAL. 

Washington,  DC.,  Oct.  13,  1874. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
met  yesterday,  but  did  not  announce  Any 

decisions.  In  the  alwence  of  the  President 
from  the  city,  the  usual  visit  of  the  Justices 
to  the  Executive  Mansion,  at  the  beginning 
of  a  new  term,  did  not  take  place.  A  large 
nnmber  of  the  bar  were  present,  who,  after 
adjournment,  held  a  meeting  relative  to  the 
death  of  Judge  Curtis. 

Among  the  most  interesting  case*  to  come 
before  the  Supreme  Court  is  that  of  Philips 
vs.  Pavne,  which  iovolves  the  legality  of 
the  retrocession  of  Alexandria,  city  and 
county,  from  this  District  to  the  State  of 
Virginia.  It  will  oe  remembered  that  the 
District  of  Columbia  originally  embraced  a 
tract  of  ten  miles  square,  ended  to  the 
(Jolted  States  by  Virginia  and  Maryland,  as 
the  permanent  Citpital  of  the  United  States, 
and  subject  only  to  the  laws  of  the  General 
Government  The  tract  is  divided  bv  the 
PotoA.sc  river,  about  one-half  formerly  be- 
longing  to  each  State.  Some  years  ago,  at 
the  first  duwn  of  secession  ism.  upon  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  politician*  of  the  Virginia  Leg¬ 
islature,  the  United  States  ceded  beck  to 
Virginia,  its  half  contributed  to  the  ten  railee 
square,  and  it  has  been  considered  part  of 
that  State  ever  since.  It  seems  the  District 
Courts  confirmed  the  validity  of  the 
transfer.  The  appellant,  who  has  consulted 
the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States, 
will  at  an  early  day  make  application  to  ap- 
vaoce  the  case  upon  the  Calendar.  The 
points  upon  which  the  appellant  relies,  are. 
First,  that  when  accepting  the  cession  of 
Virginia,  Alexandria  became  a  part  of  the 
permanent  Capital  of  the  United  States,  and 
Congress  had  no  constitutional  power  to 
pass  a  law  changing  that  relation  ;  Second, 
that  the  act  of  retrocession  is  invalid  because 
it  wus  mode  defietident  for  its  force  and 
aud  effect  upon  the  votes  of  a  majority  of 
voters  of  Alexandria,  aud  Congress  had  no 
p»w*-r  to  delegate  t-o  it  legislative  functions. 

At  one  tune  Mr  Lincoln  recommended 
the  re-cession  of  Alexandria,  to  the  District 
by  the  joint  action  of  the  United  SffttesRiid 
Virginia.  During  the  war  it  was  proposed 
that  the  General  Government  should  take 
ami  keep  jurisdiction  under  •*  th*  war 
power,”  and  just  after  the  war  the  subject 
was  ngit-ited  ill  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  but  was  dropped. 

The  Southern  Claims  Commission  resume 
their  oral  heating  of  cases  to-day.  A  very 
large  number  have  vet  to  be  heard,  r.iuging 
in  amounts  from  $10,000  to  8200,000,  and 
will  require  many  witnesses.  It  is  said  the 
Confederate  Archives  purchased  from  Gen¬ 
eral  Pickett  by  Cougress  has  bceu  the  best 
investment,  pecuniarily,  that  Hie  Govern¬ 
ment  ever  made,  as  it  has  in  this  class  of 
claims  uloiie  saved  twenty  times  their  cost. 
Where  anything  tending  to  “disloyalty”  is 
found  in  the  Archives  which  is  fatal  to  the 
claim  uuder  preseul  laws,  it  is  tiled  with  it, 
and  it  is  then  necessary  to  disprbv**  thin  evi¬ 
dence  before  any  other  is  received.  Cases 
are  ou  record,  however,  where  the 
“Archives”  showed  that  the  claimant  voted 
f*.r  aeceasiou  and  Ins  claim  was  allowed,  but 
other  evi  leuce  was  produced  showing  that 
it  would  be  dangerous  to  vote  otherwise, 
owing  to  the  tkea  excited  condition  of  the 
people. 

Mention  has  been  mode  of  the  fires  in 
thi*  city  which  were  so  numerous  an  to  At¬ 
tract  the  attention  of  the  officials  and  citi- 
zeu*.  T  wo  gangs  of  colored  uieq  were  ar¬ 
retted  charged  with  i.ouse-bnrniug  aud 
burglary,  and  hare  been  tried  arid  convicted. 
Our  citizens  will  deep  sounder  after  reading 
the  report  of  tile  sentences  by  Judge 
Humphries,  who  also  took  occasion  to  com¬ 
pliment  the  police  officers  on  their  efficiency 
in  leri’eUug  out  the  perpretrators  of  the  ar¬ 
sons  and  burglaries.  The  aggregate  terms 
of  imprison  men  t,  running  hum  13  to  19 
years  for  each  criminal  gives  ai-mrauce  that 
they  will  probably  get  over  their  inceudiary 
propensities  before  being  released,  while 
their  fate  is  an  “awful  warning”,  to  others 
disposed  to  like  acts  of  villainy. 

A  shocking  accident  took  place  at  th* 
Navy  Yard,  Saturday  loot  During  the  past 
summer  one  of  the  Knowltoa  saw  mills 
put  in  operation,  and  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  Kuowitou,  Mr.  Edward  L.  Sypher 
of  ltordentowD,  New  Jersey,  was  appointed 
as  (he  proper  person  to  run  it.  Wuile  saw¬ 
ing  out  a  a  oak  plank  to  be  used  on  the 
steamer  Nipaic,  and  engaged  in  adjusting 
some  piece  of  the  machinery,  Mr.  Sypher’s 
foot  slipped  aud  in  an  instant  he  fell  against 
the  saw,  cutting  through  his  head  and  cute 
ting  his  body  in  pieces.  His  reuoaius  were 
taken  temporarily  to  his  late  residence,  and 
atterward  removed  to  the- depot,  accompan¬ 
ied  by  hi*  sorrow-stricken  family  and  over 
200  of  his  fellow-workmen.  The  remains 
will  btj  taken  to  Morri.sviile,  N.  J.  He  leaves 
a  wife  and  three  children.  Yesterday,  sub¬ 
scription  papers  were  circulated  in  the  Navy 
Yard  for  the  relief  of  his  family,  and  nearly 
$400  was  raised,  many  of  tpe  men  giving 
one  full  nay’s  pay.
